>Ie spent a portion of the day at the 
capitol nnd a number of Madison friends 
called on him there nnd preferred their 
congratulations. Telegrams of congrat- 
ulation have come from Senator Qunrlcs, 
the Wisconsin congressman, state semi- 
tors and iissemblymen and hundreds^ of 
others. Nnlurnlly the governor is high- 
ly gratified over his re-election, but ho 
still says that lie htis nothing'to say for 
publication on the subject-

est plurality he received was in Dodge 


county, where he was given 3,000, run- 
ning about 500 ahead of the Democratic 
ticket. 


OFFSETS STALWART VOTES. 


AD analysis of the returns shows what 


was expected, that the losses which I/a 
Follette met from 
stalwart 
defection 


was made up by Democratic votes. !tt 
shows also that there was not the slump 
on either side that was predicted. There 
were not nearly to many anti-La Fol- 
letto Republicans who voted against him 
as was thought would bo the ease. Most 
of them voted the straight Republican 
ticket. 


Tho loss that was suffered was muds 


up by small g»lnn here and there In tho 
rural districts. Almost every township 
showed slight ga5n« for the governor- 


Mayor Rose is inclined io take hie de- 


feat philosophically. He c»me down to 
his oflice in the city hall yesterday nnd 
resumed hig duties as mayor. Of the re- 
sult ho said; 


"It Is a Republican year. I sought to 


ascertain the conditions in the 
state, 


and in the light of the information I re- 
ceived I expected different results. Look- 
ing back over the campaign 1 see no 
place where it could have been strength- 
ened. We have been defeated honestly 
and squarely and accept the result with 
good grace." 


Of the two senators lost, one Is A- M. 


(Long) Jones of Waukesha. Tho senator 
was beaten by about 300 votes, after one 
of the hardest fights ever made in the 
counties comprising the district. The so- 
called stalwarts resented the senator's 
coming out for the state platform, and 
apparently made their resentment opera- 
tive at the polls, which accounts for 
Jones' defeat.' The senator was in Mil 
wnukpc yesterday. Speaking of his de 
feat, he said: 


"It is nil right. I gave them a good 


race and I am not out of politics not by 
a long shot. When they bury me they 
will have to do it standing up with my 
boots on." 


SOCIAL DEMOCRATS GAIN- 


The increase in the Social Democratic

It was an of! year but the returns 


from the session of the people and ex- 
pressed by their ballots disclose the Re- 
publican parly in full control every- 
whores.

the last campaign, six of the judges ther 
did assume tuch positions, and all of th 
six defended their perfect right to the ac 
in a partisan manner. Of course this i 
the right of any judge, but no matto 
what side n judge,may take, politics i 
politics, Republican or Democrat, and i 
the people no longer nominate judges i 
their party conventions, they are entire 
ly right in demanding these same judge 
shall keep out 
of politics. Otherwiie 


there is no sense in a committee of law 
yers taking it unto themselves to decid 
who shall among them, run for 
offtc< 


If the judges are to assume and rotai 
full liberty of action in campaigns, an 
officiate as Republican or Democrat a 
the case may be, very good then, let th 
people also insist-upon the re-sumption o 
tieir old privilege of choosing for them 
selves their candidates for judgships.

FOREIGN BONDHOLDERS. 


Philadelphia Ledger: . There is very 


great significance in the'report of the 
register of the • treasury. that out of I 
total of some $783,000,000 -of 
Unite* 


States bonds, all but an insignificant 
sum of less than three and a half mil- 
lions are held in this country. The Un- 
ited States government has no foreign 
debt. 


To what extent our corporation bonds 


and other American securities arc held 
abroad, estimates vary widely; but it is 
generally agreed that the foreign indebt 
edness of the country is now-relativcly 
small, and, as far as concerns public in 
debtcdncss, it has been practically ex 
tinguished. There was a time when 
most of the states were compelled to bor 
row abroad, and even Pennsylvania was 
in bad credit in London. Kow American 
capital is operating all .over the world 
and instead of our fearing Lombard 
street or the Rothschilds, it is Europe 
that is shivering at the "American in 
vasion." The change could not be bette 
illustrated than by the fact that Ameri 
can bankers subscribed to a considerahl 
part of the recent British war loan, whil 
every dollar of the bonds issued to pay 
for our Spanioh war was taken at home. 


VALUABLE FURS. 


The most precious of all furs, that of 


-the silver fox, is of a dark eooty black, 
with tips of white 'of a metallic luster.

I told them who 
ycra \vertvbut I couldn't tell thorn what 
bad happened, as I didn't know, and 
you couldn't speak for yourself, so 1 
thought I'd better fay nothing until you 


Wcro well enough to tell your own 
story." 
"And Mullen got clean away: 
"Look hero, old man, this won't do, 


you knmv. The doctor sail1, you weren't 
to Lie allowed to talk more than conld 
be helped." 


"Answer mo that, then, and I 11 ask 


no wore for tho present." 


"Yes, the ruffian got clor.n away, and 


no one knows to this day how ho did it.

Jly powers of recuperation nre great, 


mid :> fow UHTS saw mo comparatively 
well iu body,"though by no means easy 
in miud. Up to this poiut my soui'ch 
fi;r Unrfain Shannon had seemed lo mo 
a somewhat public fniritod and deserv- 
ing enterprise. To bring such n scoun- 
drel to justice would be doing a soivice 
lo the country iiud to humanity, and in 
the wild sueno o? excitement which I 
knew would follow the news of his ar-

Bnt wore I to come for- 
wnrd'after the event and admit that be- 
fore the outrage occurred and. while yet 
there was time to prevent it I had sus- 
pected the man with the brown bag to 
be James Mullen nnd yet had withheld 
my suspicions from tho police I might 
bs looked upon na less of a fool than a 
scoundrel. 


My motives for having kept silent 


would bo open to the worst interpreta- 
tion, and I should be everywhere de- 
nounood as an enemy of society, whoso 
criminal vanity had made him think 
himself capable of coping single handed 
with the greatest artist in crime of tbo 
century and whose yet more criminal 
greed and anxiety to secure tho entire 
reward for himself hnd led him to with- 
hold from tho proper authorities infor- 
mation by means of which tho capture 
of .the arch-murderer might have been 
effected nnd tho last dreadful outrage 
prevetitc-J. 


Knowing, ns I did, how uncontrolla- 


ble was tho feeling of tho populace in 
regard lo the oatrape, I could not dis- 
isniso from myself that a man who 
made snch a confession as I bad to 
make would, should he be recopnized 
in the streets, run a very good chance 
of being mobbed, if not lynched. 


An infuriated mob is not given to 


make nice distinctions, and so loug as 
it has n scapegoat on which to wreak 
vengeance it'does not wait to inquire 
too particularly iuto the question of tho 
scapegoat's iuuoconce or guilt. 


Let tho object of its wrath bo not 


forthcoming, and let some evil or fool- 
ish person raise tho cry that this or that 
luckless passerby is tho offender's rela- 
tive or friend, or eycn that ho baa been 
seen coming from tha offender's house 
or is of tlio sumo nationality, mid in 
nine cases out of ten the mob will' 'go" 
for the luckless wight en musse. 


I have marie a study of that wild 


beast which wo call "a mob"—tbe_one 
wild bc-apt which civilization has given 
us in exchange for tho many she has 
driven away—and, knowing something 
of tho creature und its habits, I must 
confess thnt I would rnther fall into tho 
jaws of tbo wild beast of the jungle 
than into the clutches of tho wilder 
beast of the city and the slum. 


One clay—Qua not very distant day— 


thnt will] beast will turn and rond it: 
heciirr-F, and when onco tho thing has 
tasted human blood itv.'ill not be'ocatcn

There arc some, how- 
ever, who get good milk and then can- 
not make a first class article at,butter. 
)f such it must be said the fault is not 
u the milk, but In the man or his tools. 
If the buttermaker has his creamery 
disinfected with, antiseptic, whli:h Is 
applied muscle and brush, he cnn In 
hat way prevent the development of 
foreign germ life. The cream s'nould 
be ripened by giving it the Cijslred 
amount of acid and no more. I churn 
the cream at 30 c. c., at a temperature 
of 04 to CO degrees. 


We have .many complaints that the 


butter comes soft at a temperatare of 
04 to 56 degrees. My experiencu with 
different churns has been that In the 
process of churning the temperature 
runs higher, varying from 2 to C de- 
grees. My way of testing the churn is 
to put about tho same amount of wa- 
ter as I have cream to churn, take the 
temperature and churn about as long 
as I do the cream, then take the tem- 
perature again, and this tells me the

Tcrslty, who has devoted' 'conBlderabl 
time to the study of'the fragrant sub 
ject, nays that the population of an 
ordinary cheese wh«» a few weeks 
old Is greater th»a the number of per- 
rons upon the aarth. Prom a micro- 
scopic examination of "a soft'variety 
of cheese" he- obtained1 the following 
•tatlstlcs: In fifteen grains of cheese, 
•when perfectly fresh, from 00,000 to 
140,000 microbes were found, and when 
the cheese was seventy days old tho 
population bad Increased to '8,000,000 
In each fifteen grains. An examina- 
tion of a denser cheese at twenty-five 
days old proved It to contain 1,200,000 
In each gram and when forty-five days 
old 2,000,000 in the same particle. 


Th« Flr»t Cr*mme*r. 


So far as known tho creamery sys- 


tem of butter mating originated In the 
Halted States. Tho flrst creamery was 
built In Oraug» county, N. T., in the 
year ISM, and received dally the milk 
from 375 cows, fa Illinois the first 
cheese factory was started in 1863 and 
the first creamery In 1867. 
In Iowa 


these ovonte took place in 1S66 and 
1S71, respectively. The early cheese 
factories and creameries were purely 
co-operative concerns, and It Is in this 
form that the system has usually ex- 
tended Into new territory whether for 
the production of butter or cheese.- 
United States Census Bulletin.

onilk and water has Increased, In size. 
Butter should be worked-, about, five 
minutes and not to exceed one-minute 
at any time. ? By .thlft method the salt 
has plenty of time to do its work and 
take the most of the unnecessary but- 
termilk and water out of the butter. 
In the matter of rancid butter my ex- 
perience teaches me that the trouble 
lies in the butter containing too much 
buttermilk and being poorly packed. 


The causes of mottles are many. They 


may be caused by not properly strain- 
Ing the croam. Another cause is wash- 
ing the butter with water which Is not 
of tbe.same temperature as the butter.

The Salt Tra»t'» Iron Hand.

The trust'pre- 
sumes too much on its control «f the 
market and, in the language of the 
street, overplayed its hand. It put tho 
price of Its product up to $28 a ton, 
actually a cent and a quarter a pound 
for an article that has been sold in 
Salt Lake City as low as $1 a ton. 
crude and $7 a ton refined. To maln-i 
tain this price the trust stored 00,000 
tons of salt to keep It out of the mar- 
ket Nine thousand tons of salt were 
ordered frora Europe by ocean route,

In Portland. The trust has had to drop 
its price $1* a ton and still has a big 
margin of profit In Its stocks if the

If we were to raise a heifer calf to 


make a dairy cow, the first thing would 
be to select the calf from some cow 
that was productive of milk pr butter, 
whichever we decided that we wished 
to make our main product^ We would1 


•want the sire of "the calf u pure bred 
animal from a.famlly that was produc- 
tive In thp same line. If we could have 
the cow also pure bred, we should like, 
it better, and often men who have such- 
good cows, keeping them ibecause they 
like a: good cow, aridiiiot caring to 
raise up a herd, are^jrililns to sell tbo: 
calves at a nominar-.p'rice or even to 
give them awayl- ""•"• '"' 


Probably the" b'est :Jersey cow that 


ever stood In Masgachusetts wns given 
away as a calf, as tho party who 
owned her mother did not want to 
raise'a calf. And the man who did 
raise her refused $5,000 for her. 


If we could be sure that the cow was 


well nourished while she was carrying 
the calf, but not kept too fat, it would 
sulr-us all the better, for we believe 
that the calf can be stunted by poor 
nourishment beforo birth as well as 
afterword. 


We never want to see a paunchy or 


pot bellied calf. We like the cow to 
have a capacious body that she may 
havo plenty of room for her food, but it 
is time enough to develop that when 
she begins raising calves. If the calf 
gets too large a belly, we think It 
checks the growth. 'We want to build 
up the framework first, then put on the 
flesh and spread out'the form. 


We- liked when we kept Jersey cows 


to have them come fresh when from 
eighteen to twenty-one months old. 
The Holsteln and tho beef breeds 
mlsht well be left a little longer, 
though we would not return to tlie old 
custom that prevailed when we were 
young of not allowing a heifer to drop 
her calf until three years old. It Is 
true that some of those three-year-olds 
•ji-erc not as largo or as mature as the 
belfers are now at half that age, but If 
they chanced to havo a fairly pood pas- 
ture they would put on fat, to tho loss 
of milk production. They were kept 
three years ..without yielding any prof- 
it, and many of them did not In the 
next three either. They were scarcely 
pood for ten quarts of milk a day or 
150 pounds of butter in a year—Amer- 
ican Cultivator. 


Don't Sell Bent Cnlvci. 


The high price for meat results in 


the feeding of many calves for the 
butcher. At such times it is quite a 
profitable business, but It should be 
properly pursued. Farmers should not 
be induced to sell their most promising 
heifer calves for this purpose even at 
good prices, for .they should be worth 
mu«h more on the farm for cows, or, if

He describes how to build a concrete 


silo 12 feet in diameter inside and 3C 
feet high- >r ,..- 
"By all'means build a silo with six 


comers, as y.ou can build, a lighter wal 
than if .you were building a square silo 
First dl'g'a trench about 20 Inches wid 
and about 20 Inchos deep. Fill this up 
with concrete and large stone. Poun 
the cement well in around the stone 
Then put up your scantling or Ion, 
poles flattened on one side. Stake then 
firmly at the bottom, three at each cor 
ner, two on the outside and one on th 
inside. Tack small strips across from 
one to the other to keep them In the! 
places. Go nraund each corner in thl 
way; then tack a piece of lumber from 
corner to corner, and then they ar 
ready for cutting your plank to fit 
Take a plank, say, nine inches wid 
cut it in two, say long enough to g 
from corner to corner. Then lay tw 
edges together and nail a piece acros 
the back to keep them together. Go 
around the ailo with these planks, in- 
side and outside. Make wall of silo 14 
Inches at bottom and 8 inches at the 
top. Make the batter on the outside. 
Make the inside of your silo an Inch 
smaller at the top than at the bottom 
so that it will give- the ensilage a 
chance to settle without pressing too 
much on the walls of the silo. In set- 
ting up your uprights at corners malco 
them sis Inches wider than you are 
going to have your wall, so you can 
have your planU and room for an Inch 
wedge at back. Set up plank. Cut 
small piece of'board fourteen inches 
long. Put between planks. Put In your 
inch wedge between planks and up- 
rights. Then take gravel and cement 
(one of cement and five of clean, sharp 
gravel), mir well together. Then wet It 
enough so It will- stay in a ball when 
you take and squeeze It In your hand. 
Now take It and put It between the 
plank. Take an old ax or a small stone 
hammer and pound well down, at the 
same time laying in all the stone that 
you can as long as you keep them 
back, say two Inches from the edges 
on either side. After you go around It 
once knock out your wedges, take your 
plank back from part of wall first 
built and lift up about sixteen Inches. 
Knock In your wedges again and then 
start to fill the next round. Keep lift- 
ing your plank as you go around. I 
also build In Iron bands around the silo 
every four feet. Any old buggy tiro 
will do by cnttlnc them long enough to
